Wheretore it is neceſlary tor every one that-11- 
tends any proficiency inthis part of the Art mili- 
tary , to be inſtructed in the Poſtures and well 
handling of their Armes ; a thing much to be de- ! 
fired in our Trained Bands, though ſmall hope of - 
amendment. Seeing the Souldiers are ſcarce cal- | 
led forth to exerciſe either Poſture, or Motion 
once in foure or five yeares. Whole the fault is T 
know not,onlyl pray God that it may beameded, 
leſt ſhame and infamy be the leaſt ot euils which 
our carelefle ſecurity may bring upon us: Yet par- 
don this digrefſion, tor my zeale to my Countries 
good had almoſt tranſported mee beyond the 
bounds of my intent, but of this no more. I will 
now come to the poſtures of the Musket and Pike: 
which, I conceive, are fitteſt to begin fromthe ta- 
king up oftheir Armes, and arming the Souldiers 
concluding them with the: laying down of their 
Armes,or diſarming them. But before I begin the 
Poſtures : Mee thinks I heare ſome already inqui- 
ring what is a Poſture, Wherefore that I may {a- 
risfre them, and not be troubleſome to others.

- Reere halfe files anſwerable in skill and worth to 
the Front halfe file. And that the file-leaders,and

My opinionis ; That 
taking the ground before the Fronr, is gaining 
ground : and that to leavethe ground we ſtood on, 
to take the ground next behind the Reeve, is lofſe of 
ground : And yetto take either , whereby there is 
advantage gotten , muſt needs be gaining. But 
where the matter it ſclfe is fo indifferent , it were 
tondneſle to ſpend longer time about it. Where- 
fore note, That Countermarches were of ancient uſe 
amongſt the Greekes many hundred of yeercs 
ſince,8& from them learned and practiſed, by many 
other Nations ; and ſo ſtil] continued unto this day. 
But as the S,ow-ball by much rowling , becomes 
the greater : So, in like manner, theſe Conntey- 
marches have received addition in all ages. So that 
the three originall 'ones are now become more 
then thirty accounting thoſe 4rviſtopall, - And yet 
are all of them fathered upon one 'orother , of the 
three kinds. Though ſome of them will ſcarcely 
be owned or acknowledgedzas you ſhall perceive,

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Thus many officers may ſerue for a larger Com- 
pany, if the ſouldzers be expert and $kiltull : and ro 
the contrary, they are all too few, it they be raw 
and unexperienced. I have ſcene lome Compazres, 
which have been fo abſolutely ignorant, that each 
man would have needed an Officer, to have kept 
him orderly in his place. Nevertheleſſe I make nv 
doubt, but that by the carctull overſight of thc 
Lord Lientenants, the good aſſiſtance ot their De- 
paties, and the diligence of the Caprazns, and their 
Officers, this faultwill quickly be amended. And 
this might eafily enough be done, if that thoſe 
which are owners of Armes, would but meet one 
houre or two in a fortnight (at their beſt lejſures) 
and pradtiſe the poſtures of the Pike & Mcket firſt, 
and the motions, and firings, when they are more 
expert. If any ſhall objec, That how ever this 
may be done ih Townes and Cities, yet it cannot be 
inthe Corntrey Villages, T anſwer , That if they 
meete not above foure, {ixe, or eight in a place,al- 
though they have no Officer to inſtruct them , yet 
by conferring, and trying, and often practiſing, 
they will begin to carry their Armes with more 
caſe; and to uſe them with more delight. Neither 
need they to bealtogether ignorant, ſeeing there 
are divers printed portraitures of the poſtures of 
each Armes- as alſo books, whereby they may have 
very ample inſtruftion. By which having attained 
ſomelittle skill; they will not be contented, untill 
they have better improved it by the inſtruction of 
their officers : after which they will proue better 
proficients in one houre, then as they were betore, 
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Cnare, LXXI.

number of men : with other Politicall obſervations, 
tor the gaining of wizde and Swnne.For the manner 
of firings, they are ſometimes advancing againſt an 
enemy : ſometimes receiving the enemies charge up- 
on a ſtand; or elſe retreiting. Otherwhiles, we give 
fire inthe Reeve, marching from the Enemy - or in 
Flanke, marching by an enemy : and it may ſo fall 
out, that the exemzy may charge in ſeverall places at 
once; as in Front, and Reerez or in Front, Reere, and 
Flanke.Of which particulars,I will ſeverally treat, 
deſiring to give content to all,not making the leaſt 
queſtion but that benefit may accrue unto ſome. 
And therefore hoping that the courteous and beſt 
qualified, will accept of my good meaning ; and 
not refuſe my cates,although preſented unto them 
in earthen veſſels: whereby I ſhall be induced with 
more willingneſle, to proceed in my intended dil- 
courſes, ſo you be pleaſed to favour me with your 
better 
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berter 9piz0ns; neither raſhly condemning me of 
prodigalitie, tor enterpriſing a worke of ſuch conſe. 
quence asthis ; nor too ſuddenly acculing my ſime- 
plicitie, tor preferring my r#/b-light before the 
Sunne; when others ſuffer their Torches to burne 
out in darke lanternes:whom Iconteſſeto be tarre 
more able (were they but halte ſo willing)to have 
imparted of their Talents, tothe benefit of their 
Countrey .

If fo be, yowwillgivefire uponthis Figure, you 
may doe it any way, Or every way. If you give fireto 
the frong, reere, and flankes; then let your Musket- 
tiers wheele all off to the right, and place themſelves 
inthe reere of their own diviſions. If you would ſtill 
preſerve the Figure, then let every ranke (betore 
they give fire) march nþ into their leaders ground. 
Having either marched, or skirmiſhed upon this 
Figure, (or both) and then would cometo reduce- 
ment, Firſt, face all the-whole body tothe proper 
frozt, and caule the Pikes that are flankers, to f.uce 
ttwards, and to clefe their diviſions.”

Which being done, let the Muskettiers 
give fire to the fromt and reere, upon a ſtand, whee- 
ling off by diviſion, and placing themiclves in the 
reerxe of their Pikes ; they moving forwards, aid 
maintaining the Muskettiers groufla. .The Pikes are 
then to charge, when they are cleered of their Muſe 
kettiers. Which being done, and they againe ad- 
wvanced, face them all to their former front. 

For the twelfth firing, command halfe-files to dou- 
ble the front inward, intire. To which purpoſe, opex 
the front halfe-files (both Muskettiers and Pikes) 
to the rightand left; tor receiving the halfe-files of 
both Armes, within them : which being execured, 
each Armes will ſtand inthree diviſions. Thencom- 
mand the front halfe-files, to face about to the reere, 
and to preſent : The Reere halfe-files keeping ſtill 
facedto the front; and there in like manner preſen- 
ting, and both giving fire together. The firſt time 
of their firing over, they may fall in the Reeve of 
their owne diviſions of Mwckettiers ; wheeling off to 
the right and left. The ſecond time of givine fire 
upon this figure, let them wheele off, as before 3 and 
place themiclues in the Reere of their following diws- 
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fions of Pikes, Which being in like manner perfor. 

med, let the Pikes, charge. Being againe advanced; 
face the body to the former front;and command, halfe- 
files that dowbled,to faceto the Reere,and march into 
their _ The halfe-files being faced about, and 
marched cleare off, then are the front halfe-files to 
cloſe their diviſions, Thus being all rightly faced, 
the Mwskettrers will be in the front and reere. 

For the thirteenth firing, make the horned battell 
tothe front and reexe. For the which , cauſe the 
halfe-files of Muskettiers and Pikes, to face to the 
reere. Then cauſe the Muskettiers to open to the 
rieht and 1:fi, (both in front and reere) and ſo to 
give fire: whecling off by diviſion, and Aanking their * 
Pikes. The Pikes may alſo charge + Having advay. 
cea, let them all face to their /eader at the proper
